PLAN AND PURPOSE 


In attempting the compilation of a Choirmaster’s Guide the editors 
have had before them, in the main, two purposes and ideals. It has 
been undertaken in the hope, first of all, that it may help to make life 
easier for us all as choirmasters by supplying lists of anthems classified 
in their relation to various seasons of the Church Year, and also accord¬ 
ing to the various subjects which are, at heart, the real themes of almost 
all sermons or services, whether those themes are stated in exactly the 
same words or not. 

There are times in the lives of all directors of choirs when it is 
impossible to take the time, strength, and concentration necessary to con¬ 
sult the long lists issued by the publishers, and to examine the many 
anthems that give promise of meeting the requirements of the moment. 
With realization and acute personal experience of this fact the editors 
have here made an attempt, first, to assemble a goodly number of anthems 
which have been not merely looked over but actually tried out and 
found successful and worth the time and work necessary for their 
preparation by a choir, and then to classify these anthems according 
to the seasons of the Church Year and according to subject, giving, where 
j possible, some indication of their musical character and of the kind of 
| choir to which they are particularly suited. 

j As must inevitably be the case, these lists do not begin to include 

all the good, or even excellent anthems; it would be humanly impossible 
to undertake the stupendous task of carefully examining and testing 
them all. This book is, indeed, but a series of suggestions, a mere be¬ 
ginning of classification of tried and successful anthems of all the 
schools, and—for the first time, to our knowledge—from all the differ¬ 
ent publishing houses without favor or prejudice. 

The editors have, however, felt it incumbent upon them to include 
a number of anthems and solos which they themselves have used and 
have not found satisfactory, but on which other choirmasters of judgment 
and repute have reported with enthusiasm as decidedly successful with 
their equipment and in their different environment. Some of the lists 
of anthems have been made and included in response to many requests 
from choirmasters, as, for example, the list of “Anthems with Alto 
Solos,” and that of “Russian Anthems of the Most General Usefulness.” 

Naturally, not all anthems are suited to all choirs, as material, tra¬ 
ditions, and requirements differ widely; so far as possible, anthems es- 
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PLAN AND PURPOSE 


pecially suited for Quartette singing, or for boys’ voices, or to be sung 
without accompaniment, have been so indicated; the solo voices em¬ 
ployed have been specified; when an anthem contains more than four 
parts, is exceptionally long, or unusually short, the fact has been stated. 

On account of their texts, it has been found necessary to omit a 
number of anthems which are musically beautiful. As the musical 
numbers in a church service may not be considered as musical enter¬ 
tainment merely, but as an integral part of worship, it is impossible to 
present anthems which are textually without significance to the present 
generation, or which contain expressions false to the faith of the Prot¬ 
estant Church. For this reason many impressive settings by Russian 
composers of the Cherubim Song, for example, have had to be relegated 
to concert repertory only; it is inconceivable that Protestants should 
introduce into their worship such expressions of faith in the doctrine of 
transubstantiation, the adoration of the Host, the virtue in material 
relics as “Hallowed Host by angels borne, we hail Thy consecration,” 
or “By the wood of Thy cross, O save me!” 

Even such anthems as “God came from Teman,” “By the waters of 
Babylon,” and others whose texts are pure symbolism to our generation 
must be introduced with careful discrimination; they really have place 
in a service only when they so perfectly fit its theme that the symbolism 
which is alien to the thought of our age finds right at hand its explana¬ 
tion. For similar reasons such a solo as the beautiful “It is enough,” 
from Mendelssohn’s “Elijah,” is not listed by itself in this book, but only j 
together with the following “Lift thine eyes,” for, unless the theme / 
happens to be so directly treated by the minister in the sermon that it ' 
is given some definite interpretation or application, the solo has no 
religious significance whatsoever; if, however, it is sung in conjunction 
with the “Lift thine eyes,” it illustrates such themes as “God’s Protecting 
Care,” “Hope,” or “Confidence.” 

The lists of anthems are, indeed, surprisingly different from what they 
would have been even ten years ago. The new conception of the mean¬ 
ing and function of the Church and its relationship, duty, and obligation 
to the world about it, with the new emphasis in religious life upon 
action and service, demand the consideration of many new themes in 
the sermons, and the treatment of old themes from a new angle, with new 
light shed upon them, and with a different application. Many of the 
more recent anthems, therefore, treat of themes not found in the older 
lists of anthems, or treat of them in different words entirely, emphasizing 
the modern point of view, and some of the older anthems are now 
found to be out of key with the religious thought of the younger genera- 
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tion and the present day conception of the purpose, meaning, and function 
of the Church. 


The second thought which has been in the minds of the compilers 
of this book has been that the classification of a large number of anthems 
according to subject may help lighten the labors of choirmasters who, 
working together with their ministers, have before them the ideal of the 
Church service as a unity and not a succession of unrelated items. There 
are churches in which the effect of the unified service is obtained by close 
observance of the season of the Church Year; this is the tradition of 
some churches and the continuing desire of their ministers. But more 
and more in the non-liturgical churches the tendency is towards em¬ 
phasis of a single theme throughout a service or even a series of services. 
The part of the musical service which usually falls within the minister’s 
province is the choice of the Hymns, and this choice usually follows some 
definite plan, such as: an opening Hymn of Praise, of Adoration, or 
with its theme suited to the particular season of the Church Year; then 
other hymns directly related to the theme of the sermon, with perhaps 
a Vesper Hymn to close the evening service. 

Whatever the plan followed by the minister, it should serve the 
choirmaster as an indication of the principle upon which he should 
proceed to choose the other musical numbers for the service: as, for 
example, to open with, a brilliant anthem of praise, or adoration, or one 
emphasizing the season of the Church Year; to continue, other anthems 
related to the theme of the sermon, not necessarily literally, but in spirit 
and sentiment. With the problems of the unified service in mind we have 
tried in this book to present as many general sermon themes as we could 
assemble, together with related lists of anthems. 


It is, of course, impossible to list all conceivable subjects, but most 
subjects, even though stated quite differently, will be found to be in 
essence the same as one or other of those here listed. It is the spirit of 
the sermon-idea, its central thought, that is to be emphasized and not 
the exact letter of the text chosen. 


To illustrate briefly: A series of sermons on “Why is Life Hard?” 
might have for one subject: “Mystery”: It is hard because it is mys¬ 
terious; but nevertheless, we have Faith, Confidence, Trust, because we 
now God our Father. Such musical numbers could, therefore be used as •

These are by no means the only anthems suited to these subjects— 
perhaps they are not even the best suited—but they will ser\ e the pur¬ 
pose of illustration. 

One peril lurks in the application of this principle of the unified 
service. It is easily possible to over-emphasize the text at the expense 
of the music. The unified service will utterly fail of its purpose in the 
long run and be more harmful than beneficial if it leads us into the sing¬ 
ing of trashy anthems merely because their texts suit the sermon theme. 
It is necessary, therefore, to exercise especial watchfulness that the 
music shall not debase the application of the theme instead of illumi¬ 
nating it. 

The compilers of this book have hoped that its classified lists mighti 
also make it easier for the choirmaster to anticipate subjects apt to bel 
chosen by his minister. The ideal of the unified service imposes upon! 
choirs the necessity of keeping up a considerable repertory, that there! 
may be, at least partly prepared, many anthems relating to various!

themes, which can be freshened up and made ready for presentation on 
the short notice of his intended subject usually given by the minister. 
General plans and preparations must be made long in advance, or t 
music is too apt to be insufficiently, rehearsed, in which case it will fail 
of its effect and weaken the purpose of the sermon instead of emp 

SiZin !or\he sake of convenience the book has been divided into three 
sections. Part I includes lists of anthems suitable for use during the 
various seasons of the Church Year, in the order of their occurrence; and 
lists of anthems related to various themes, alphabetically arrange*: . ar 
II includes solos, duets and trios, listed in the same manner as the an¬ 
thems in Part I. Part III. contains various lists of anthems, compiled 
in response to requests, and lists of services, canticles, cantatas and 

1 Lists of hymns are not included as these are usually chosen by the 
minister; in any case, they are quite carefully classified in all recent 

Hymnals. , . 

Of necessity, several anthems appear more than once in the book, as 

several are related both to a season of the Church Year and to one or 
more other themes. Many lists have been shortened since they were 
first compiled, in respnse to suggestions that the shorter lists would be of 
more definite service, since, when the choirmaster has time to examine long lists 
and large piles of anthems, these may always be obtained from the publishers.
